DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yamaya et al. (EP 0 841 355 A2). 

Yamaya discloses an article comprising a paper substrate (page 15, line 39) 
coated with an emulsion composition comprising component (1) 100 parts by weight of 
a water-insoluble silanol group-bearing silicone resin of formula (1): 

R 1 m R 2 n Si(OH) p (OX) q O (4 -m-n-p-q)/2 

Wherein R 1 is unsubstituted monovalent hydrocarbon group preferably those having 1- 
10 carbon atoms (page 6, line 1), R 2 is a substituted monovalent hydrocarbon group 
preferably those having 1-10 carbon atoms (page 6, lines 9), X is a monovalent 
hydrocarbon group having 1-6 carbon atoms( letters m, n, p and q are numbers 
satisfying 0.5<=m<=1.8, 0<=n<=1.0, 0<p<=1.5, 0<=q<=0.5, 0.5<=m+n<=1.8, and 
0<p+q<=1 .5, and component (2) 10 to 1 ,000 parts by weight of a radical polymerizable 
vinyl monomer (page 3, lines 39-53). Component (1 ) is equivalent to the claimed 
component (a-1) and component (2) is equivalent to the claimed component (b).
